The Rejection under 35 USC Section 102 

The Examiner rejected claim 3 9 as being anticipated by 
Snashall et al . In the present Amendment Applicants have cancelled 
claim 39. Accordingly this rejection is now moot. 

The rejection under 35 USC Section 103 

The Examiner rejected under 35 USC Section 103a claims 17-19 
and 36-39 as being unpatentable over Noren in view of Kreger. In 
the present Amendment, Applicants have cancelled claims 17-19 and 
36-39. Accordingly this rejection is now moot. 

Allowable Claims 

The Examiner allowed claims 1-16, 20-35 and 40. These are now 
the only remaining claims in the case, and accordingly Applicants 
respectfully submit that the case is in condition for allowance.
